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Rt 62 bridge will stay open

After 30 ycars of discussion, the 
Route 62 bridge project appears to 
be on the verge of reality, as Rep. 
James Miceli announced at a special 
meeting of the board of selectmen 
Monday morning that the project 
will go out to bid August 1. 

The announcement came amidst 
widespread cooperation from 
selectmen, members of the town's 
legislative delegation, town officials 
and local business owners who will 
be affected by the construction. 

"We're finally seeing, after*30 
years, this bridge come to fruition,” 
Selectman Chairman Diane Allan 
said following two meetings this 
week she termed "very productive." 

The first of those was the Monday 
morning, single-agenda selectmen's 
affair held at the Town Hall and 
involving’ business owners, 
selectmen, Town Manager Michael 
Caira and various department 
heads, including Planning Director 
Lynn Duncan and Town Engineer 
Harold Gillam. 

The second meeting was hosted 
and chaired by Miceli at the State 


House in Boston and involved Caira, 
Duncan, Gillam, and three 
selectman - Allan, Jim Rooney and 
Dan Wandell - from the town; and 
Miceli, Sen. Bruce Tarr and Rep. 
Marianne Brenton, MassHighway 
Department Deputy Chief Engineer 
Tom DiPaolo and MBTA Chief of 
Staff Jim McGrail, who also serves 
as assistant to Secretary of 
Transportation Jim Kerasiotes. 

Monday's meeting came as the 
Tesult of a suggestion from Caira at 
last Monday's regular selectmen's 
meeting. At that time, Caira 
suggested that the town contingent 
approach MassHighway and the 
MBTA Tuesday assured they were 
in agreement. And that happened 
Monday morning. 

During the meeting, most center 
business owners were assured that 
parking would be available during 
construction and would remain 
accessible on the street along such 
establishments as Wilmington 
Center News and Joe Ryan's Barber 
Shop after construction was done. 

"I got the feeling Monday that they 
were very pleased with the two

"The show's canceled," one of 
Wilmington's finest told this 
reporter as he made his way into the 
Knights of Columbus hall last 
Friday night. "There are no good 
guys in there,” 

Truth be told, however, one 
couldn't swing a dead wildcat by the 
tail without hitting a good guy in the 
K of C, as former designees 


hobnobbed with elected officials, 


town employees, friends and 
relatives to pay tribute to Whitney's 
enduring sense of family, 
community spirit and generosity. 
And to his... 

"This man adds a new dimension 
to the word boring,” emcee Harry 
Cunningham lamented. "He may be 
a good guy," Cunningham 
continued, remarking on Whitney's 
storied gencrosity to the town, “but 
the guy is boring." 

Actually, Cunningham claimed he 
was hosting this year's edition 
"under protest," but an alternate 
theory was offered: he was the only 
person who would pay the 
committee to be able to do it. 

Whichever the case, Cunningham 
got in plenty of licks for his effort, 
and not just on Whitney. Former 
selectman and Good Guy-in-waiting 
Chester Bruce, a very close friend 
of Whitney's, was used as this year's 
decoy to keep Whitney surprised 
right up to the moment he set foot 
inside the K of C. 

"How can he be boring,’” Jo 
Cunningham asked her husband 
after he related his predicament. 
"Doesn't he spend most of his time 
with Chet Bruce?" 

“I rest my case,” Cunningham 
said he told his wife. 

The revenge here, however, was 
Bruce's, who retired from the

board of selectmen this spring after 
two terms and was greeted with a 
standing ovation of appreciation 
from the spirited gathering. 

Bruce had no shortage of 
Bermuda trip anccdotes featuring 
himself, Whitney, short pants and 
precariously rocky motorboat 
excursions, much to Cunningham's 
chagrin. 

When Cunningham got the mike 
back, he wasted no time in 
delivering his commentary. "Chet 
was a selectman for six years," he 
said. "I thought he was going to talk 
for six years." 

But Cunningham would later get a 
taste of Bruce's medicine, when the 
emcee was called on to recount a 
Bermuda incident himself, this one 
involving Whitney, a moped, a 
taxicab, and more short pants, If 
you weren't there, don't ask. 

Rep. James Miceli got the 
festivities going, presenting 
Whitney with Good Guy citations 
from the State House of 
Representatives and from Gov. 
William Weld. 

Later in the program, longtime 
State Sen. Bob Buell introduced the 
man who took his seat following 
Buell's retirement last year - Sen. 
Bruce Tarr. 

Tarr chipped in just a few decibels 
shy of Miceli's trademark 
megaphone boom, but carried 
stature worthy of his veteran 
legislative colleague in presenting 
Whitney with a citation from the 
State Senate. 

"You are not only a good guy,” 
Tarr emoted, "You are a great 
guy." 

The last elected presenter was 
Selectmen Chairman Diane Allan, 
who bore a silver Paul Revere bow! 
for the guest of honor. 

Whitney also received a certificate 
honoring his generosity to the 
Wilmington School System. 

Whitney, who owns and operates 
the E. C. Whitney & Son Co. - 
which specializes in barrels and 
drums - had his entire family 
around him. His 13-year-old son, 
Michael, and wife, Mary, sat at the 
head table, while older children 
Cathy, Bob and Patty took up 
prominent seats in the audience with 
brother Ned. 

It was Cathy who got the speaking 
nod and told of the "great 
relationship" she has with her 
father, adding coyly "because I've 
never taken part in the family 
business." The others, she seemed 
to imply, have not been so lucky. 

The pet name Ned has picked up 
over the years from his father while 
taking part in the family business 
was a constant source of humor to 
the crowd Friday night, but alas, is 
unprintable in these pages. It's 
nothing too bad, mind you, but 
suffice it to say Ned appears to have 


gotten a bad rap from the big man 
on high. 

The kudos for the elder Whitney, 
meanwhile, kept coming. 

Fire Chief Dan Stewart, who 
described Whitney as “laid-back” 
(as opposed to boring), brought a 
WED jacket and plaque. The WPD, 
represented by Lt. Robert Spencer 
and Safety Officer Bob Shelley, 
presented Whitney with a certificate 
(as opposed to a citation). 

DARE Officer Chip Bruce, son of 
Chet, gave Whitney a photograph of 
Bruce's award-winning DARE 
cruiser, the snazzy lettering on 
which was donated by Whitney. 

"Kids are lucky to have a guy like 
Ed Whitney in their corner,” Bruce 
said.

The Gloucester Water Safety 
Coalition, which Whitney gives 
much of his seemingly barrelsful of 
time to as chairman was 
represented, too, honoring Whitney 
‘as the "top duck who's not afraid to 
dive in and get his feathers wet.”

major issues that got resolved,” 
Allan said. 

Auxiliary parking during 
Construction will likely be available 
in some form at the corner lot 
across Church Street (Route 62) 
from the center businesses. 

Following the meeting, after a 
motion by Rooney that was 
seconded by Wandell, the board 
voted unanimously to support the 
bridge project while entering 
further discussion with 
MassHighway and the MBTA. 

A problem bigger than parking 
was worked oul by Miceli and 
announced last week - bridge 
accessibility. 

Fire Chief Dan Stewart and Police 
Chief Bobby Stewart - along with 
residents from the Burlington 
Avenue area - had been concerned 
that bridge construction could cut 
off that section of the town from 
easy accessibility. But Miceli 
announced that MassHighway had 
agreed to keep the route clear for 
traffic by engaging in "phase 
construction.” 

"In short,” Miceli said last week, 
"At least two lanes, one in each 
direction, will be open during 
construction.” 

The intersection itself will be 
revamped as a_ result of 
construction, with a configuration 
of turning lanes and what Miceli 
said MassHighway is terming "very 
sophisticated signalization.” 


According to Gillam, current 
plans call for a right-hand turning 
lane entering the bridge heading 
southbound on Route 38, and 
left-hand turning lanes heading in 
both directions - northbound onto 
the bridge and southbound onto 
Church Street, 

A signalization pattern, which will 
likely involve turning arrows, has 
not yet been released to the town, 
according to Gillam. 

The state will take land from 
businesses, including Big Joe's and 
the neighboring parcel, owned by 
Rocky Yentile, to widen the 
intersection. 

But just how much will be taken is 
not known, Miceli said that if 
business owners agree to a price 
within the fiscal realities of the 
MBTA," the T could take the entire 
area and transform that into a large, 
sophisticated parking facility and 
train station. 

"If those businesses on the [west] 
side of the street might be agreeable 
to a friendly taking, they could 
construct a more substantial parking 
facility in that area,” Miceli said, 

Plans were laid last year for an 
MBTA parking lot further down 
Main Sweet, behind the Wilmington 
VFW hall, where the MBTA has a 
storage facility. The MBTA has not 
acted on those plans as yet, Miceli 
said.

Gates at all 
Wilmington crossings 
this year?

The Town of Wilmington could 
have all its railroad crossings gated 
and a ban on train whistles in place 
by the end of 1995. 

Rep. James Miceli announced 
Monday he had tacked an 
amendment onto the state 
supplemental budget that would 
allot funds for the erection of gates 
at all ungated grade crossings in 
Wilmington this year. 

Currently, the MBTA has plans to 
gate the crossing at Kilmarnock 
Street in fiscal year 1996, which 
begins July 1 of this year, and 
complete work on the remaining 
crossings in fiscal year 1997. 

But Miceli, who last week 
announced he had amended the main 
budget with a provision that would 
ban all train whistles in Wilmington 
and call for the installation of gates 
at all crossings, has once more 
pushed the agenda of the Committee 
to Ban Train Whistles in 
Wilmington.

That group, headed by 
Wilmington residents Brenda Irwin 
and Stephen and Susan Foy, all of 
Quail Run, has been working for 
five years to eradicate the whistles 
they say have increased steadily in 
frequency and blast at decibels 
dangerous to eardrums, sleep and a 
peaceful lifestyle. 

Miceli's goal was to "gate them all 
this year so we could go for the ban 
this year,” he said. 

The gates will come complete with 
bells and overhead lights. 

Both Miceli amendments have 
been passed by the House along with 
the respective budgets and now 
await duplication and passage in the 
Senate. Sen. Bruce Tarr is working 
on that end of the deal for the town. 
If he is successful, all that would 
remain is the governor's signature. 

The supplemental budget is 
designed to take care of existing 
debts and expenses from fiscal year 

1995, which ends June 30 of this 

year, while the main budget deals 

with the upcoming fiscal year.

Wilmington to 
get trash grant

Senator Bruce’ E. Tarr 
(R-Gloucester) and Representatives 
Marianne W. Brenton (R- 
Burlington) and James R. Miceli 
(D- Wilmington) have jointly 
announced the Town of 
Wilmington to receive a $7,749 
North East Solid Waste Committee 
(NESWC) Grant from the Clean 
Environment Fund. 

The Clean Environment Fund 
was created by the legislature to 
sponsor programs such as the 
Guaranteed Annual Tonnage 
(GAT) Program and is funded by 
the redemption of unclaimed bottle 
deposits. Governor Weld has 
proposed spending $10 million 
from this fund for recycling 
assistance in his FY96 budget. 

The NESWC grants awarded 
were determined on the basis of the 
number of tons recycled from May 
to December 1994. The Town of 
Wilmington recycled over 861 tons 
during that period. By the year 
2000, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts has set a statewide 
goal to increase recycling to 46 
percent of municipal solid waste. 
The grant program was established 
to help the communities in the 
NESWC area offset the costs of 
recycling in reaching this goal. 

Donald Marquis, chairman of the 
NESWC Board of Directors 
recognized that as a result of a state 
sponsored 20 year contract with a

William P. "Billy" Nee, of Harris 
Street in Wilmington, was serving 
aboard a destroyer escort at the time 
and his ship was tasked with convoy 
protection, including one mission to 
the "Med" that came under attack by 
German planes and submarines. 

Nee joined the U.S. Coast Guard in 
1942, at age 19. After boot camp in

Billy Nee saw action in the Coast Guard during 


But the country was at war, and 
most of America’s men in uniform 
wanted to see action, not to serve on 
port security in Newport. So, Nee 
put in for amphibious duty, with the 
expectation of being assigned to an 
"LST" or similar landing ship. 

Instead, Nee was assigned to serve 
aboard a destroyer escort, the USS 
Pride, one of 30 "DEs" manned by 
Coast Guardsmen. Nee became part 
of Division 46, a squadron of six 
such escorts whose job, along with a 
small aircraft carrier, was to guard 
convoys in the Atlantic from the 
dreaded U-boat "wolfpacks." 

The Pride's second voyage of the 
war involved escorting a convoy to 
the Mediterranean, and the Germans 
had a hot reception awaiting them on 
April 20 of 1944. 

German planes strafed the ships in 
the convoy and at least one U-boat 
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took part in the raid. The USS Pride , 
went to flanking speed to avoid two 
torpedoes seen streaking toward her 
side, and a man at the depth charge 
racks reported that one torpedo had 
barely missed the stern, 

Nee, a Seaman Ist Class, was the 
first loader on a 40mm antiaircrafl , 
gun aboard the Pride, and his job 
was to feed shells into the gun as it 
blasted away at the German planes, 
Five ships were sunk in the attack, 
including the transport ship Paul ’ 
Hamilton, and the Destroyer USS. 
Lansdale. The Destroy Escort USS 
Menges took a torpedo to the stern 
that day, but the Menges was towed , 
to Bizarte, then later towed back to 
Brooklyn, where the stern section 
from another torpedo-damaged DE 
was welded on and the USS Menges 
returned to duty. 

A few weeks later, on the return , 
trip, the USS Pride got revenge for 
the attack. The Pride, named after 
Ensign Lewis Bailey Pride who died © 
at Pearl Harbor on board the USS | 
Oklahoma, picked up a contact on 
May 4, 1944, and took part in the 
sinking of German sub U-371, with ,, 
49 prisoners taken. 

The following year, the Pride got., 
another "kill" on a U-boat, this time , 
off Halifax, Nova Scotia. Nee said , 
the U-866 was picked up on sonar, 
in a heavy fog, and the attack was. 
made without the crew being able to 
see the enemy, but they could smell 
the Diesel fuel on the water. 

After the war, the Pride had the, 
dubious duty of serving as a target 
for submarine training, held off the , 
coast of Panama. Nee said the duty.” 
got pretty boring at times, and that 
the submariners would often trade 
places with the surface ship sailors 
to break the monotony. Nee got to 
ride aboard the sub USS Menhaden 
on one such mission, but he said thé 
voyage was marred by submariné 
crewmen who started a smoky firé 
in a bucket, to scare the surface ship 
sailor. Nee said it worked, He was, 
terrified. 

Nee left the Coast Guard in 1946, 
unlike his brothers John (US Na’ 
and Roland (US Army), both 
whom made careers of the military; *

Goodall Sanford Rubber in Readit 
before going to work for the fig, 
department in Wilmington, wheres 
he retired as a lieutenant in 1984 
after nearly 33 years of service ip 
the town.

"Sto ne's in the Garden 


Planting hints for the coolest 
early May in history 


by Jackie Leszczak-Stone 

The vegetable bed is beginning to 
look like a garden, The tomato 
transplants are in and the onion and 
shallot sets are doing well. However 
the unusually cool May weather has 
slowed the growth of even spring 
crops like peas, lettuce and spinach, 

May 15 is the traditional date to 
begin transplanting tomatoes into 
the garden in our area. Tomato 
plants are actually vines that grow 
upright (when staked or caged) or 
may be allowed to sprawl over the 
ground. Most gardeners benefit in 
crop yield and garden space by 
staking or caging tomatocs. 
Tomatoes prefer acid soil, pH 5.5 to 
6.0 and are heavy feeders that do 
best in soil with a high organic 
content, 

If you purchase plants for your 
garden, look for those with a strong 
root structure. To enhance the root 
structure, we plant’each tomato 
transplant in a hole, that is almost as 
deep as the plant is high. At first,we 
cover only the roots. As the plant 
grows, we fill in the soil around the 
stem (taking care to remove all 
leaves below the soil line), This 
technique allows the plant to 
develop roots along the buried stem 
and will result in a high yielding, 
vigorous plant, Be sure to include a 
cut worm collar around each plant. 
We use strips cut from clear soda 
bottles to encircle each plant. 

Most other vegetable plants and/or 
seeds can be started any time now 
that the official frost date is past. 
This year however I will delay 
danting of warm weather plants 
and sceds for a few days. 
Ducumber, squash and other seeds 
san mildew and rot if they are 


planted too early in cool weather, 

There are a few tricks that ¢ 
gardeners use to improve the 
weather in spring and again in fall 
when frost descends on us. A layer 
of black landscape fabric or plastic 
on the soil, not only prevents weeds, 
but will also help to heat up the soil, 
This is an especially powerful aid 
for May and June when night 
temperatures can still drop into the 
40's, 

Another excellent tool is the 
cloche. Early cloches (from the 
French word for bell) were bell 
shaped jars that were placed over 
individual plants and used as "mini 
greenhouses." Today the cloche is 
often a row cover of transparent 
plastic stretched over hoops. These 
are excellent covers for rows of 
lettuce and other low plants. Any 
gardener can make a row cover 
cloche from plastic shecting and 
wire. Just make sure you remember 
to water under the cloche, because 
the soil temperature can get high 
and easily dry out. You also need to 
open the ends of the cloche on sunny 
days, to avoid roasting the plants. 

In my garden we use a simple (and 
cheap!) cloche technique to protect 
and warm plants early in the season. 
We cut off the bottoms of two liter 
soda or gallon plastic milk bottles 
and place the bottle over each plant 
We usually leave the cap off for air 
circulation. This method works 
particularly well for pepper and 
young cucumber transplants. 

This cool weather has not been all 
bad. The forsythia and daffodil 
displays were long and spectacular. 
The dogwoods, crabapples and 
cherries, now in full bloom,will 
also benefit to make this a most 
cool, but colorful spring.

QUESTION: Our firm's 
insurance file draw is brim- 
ming over. How long should 
we keep the material? 


ANSWER: It's a matter of 
judgement. If you feel that 
something MIGHT come up in 
the future regarding an old pol- 
icy — a question about a claim 
or settlement, for example — it 
would be a good idea to keep 
the policy and data for perhaps 
a year. 

If dispose of out-of-date 
material, it's a good idea to 
keep some basic records, such 
as: the name of the insurer, 
policy number, date of issue 
and expiration, and data on 
claims (if any) that were filed. 
This information could be of 
importance if a problem were 
to come up in later years.

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Falzone continues 
to deliver

Whether she bats first, second or 
ninth, she delivers. Whenever the 
team needs a sacrifice bunt, she 
delivers. 

For the past two years, whenever 
the WHS girls softball team has 
needed a big hit or a nice catch, it 
seemed that senior left fielder Erin 
Falzone was there, 

And whenever a coach wanted 
some hustle, "Falzy" was giving 
her all. 

"Erin is always hustling and 
always giving it everything she 
has," said head softball coach Paul 
Lyman. 

"She has progressed a lot over 
the years. She continues to work 
harder and harder with a good 
group of young outfielders that 
have come up and I give her credit 
for that," he continued, 

The three sport star, who also 
excels in volleyball and basketball, 
took over for Nicole Ouellette in 
left after the 1993 season, in which 
the team captured its first division 
two state championship title. She 
was a back-up on the first 
championship team but she 
admitted the second time around 
was better because she played the 
entire game instead of the half she 
played in the first one. 

Was she nervous, taking over for 
someone who had a gold glove like 
Ouelette's? 

"No, I wasn't,” Falzone said 

Why the outfield? 

"I don't know why, but I like the 
outfield a lot better than any other 
position,” 

She has also enjoyed playing left 
field. "I used to play all three 
outfield spots in the summer 
leagues and now I'm really used to 
playing left." 

Lyman believes she is the best left 
fielder and maybe the best 
outfielder in the Merrimack 
Valley. 

"I really think she is one of, if 
not the best. I think Leslie Dobbins 
from Tewksbury can hit better 
than Erin but I think Erin is 
quicker in the field." 

At the start of the 1994 season, 
Falzone started off red hot at the 
plate. In her first 13 official at- 
bats, she had nine hits, three RBIs 
and five stolen bases. She continued 
with the hot bat as she entered state 
tournament play with an average of 
303. 

"I was a little surprised that I 
batted that high,” she admitted. But 
she also knew that her role was to 
bat second and sacrifice bunt a lot. 


In the 1994 state tournament, 
Falzone batted .286, - which 
included two big hits in the state 
championship game against Mount 
Graylock. Those two hits started 
off two different innings in which 
she was a table setter for the big 
bats in the order to drive her in. 
And they did. And Wilmington 
went on to become the two time 
division two state champs. 

"I knew I could hit [in the 
championship game] because we 


faced [Mt. Graylock pitcher Karen 
Rice] before and I knew what she 
had," Falzone said. 

"The previous games in the 
tournament the speeds of the 
pitchers were a lot faster than her, 
so I new I could adapt to it," she 
continued. 

At the start of this season, Erin 
was pushed down to last to help out 
the bottom of the order and to 
become a second lead-off hitter, so 
to speak. 

She started off very hot again, 
smacking a lot of opposite field 
extra base hits. In fact, in the first 
two games she was 4-for-8 with all 
four hits going for extra bases. In 
her first 23 at-bats, she was hitting 
.391. However, the team had lost a 
few games, so Lyman moved her 
to the lead-off spot. 

"I don't think there's a big 
difference between the number 
nine batter and the lead-off batter. 
We put Erin there because she is 
always on base, she is a contact 
hitter and she can also steal a base 
for you," said Lyman. 

Falzone also likes the change. "I 
like leading off a lot better. It gives 
me a lot more confidence." 

Falzone also has a pretty good list 
of accomplishments from other 
sports. She has been an all-star in 
basketball and volleyball this 
season and she could make it a 
trifecta if she makes it to the 
softball squad. She was named the 
M.V.P of the basketball all-star 
game and she has also been the two 
time M.V.P of the annual 
Coca-Cola Classic Basketball 
Christmas Tournament held in 
Wilmington 

During the volleyball season, 
coach Mike Nee had commented on 
her hustle, saying "I think Erin has 
the most bruises on her knees," 
referring to her non-stop hustling 
and diving on the floor. 

Erin will be attending Salem State 
College in the fall, where she will 
be playing softball.

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Blackflies 23, Mosquitoes 8... you lose 


by Bill Conlon 

You can't win. You really can't. 

For ages beyond measure, we've 
been engaged in all-out war against 

mosquitoes. From a simple slap to a 
pesticide spray, anything that kills 
mosquitoes (literally "little fly" in 
Spanish) has been fine with us. 

Oh, we're incredibly more gentle 
with the environment in our effort 
to eradicate the bloodsuckers now 
than we used to be. We no longer 
pour oil onto wetlands to suffocate 

the larvae, which was routine in the 
days when the Panama Canal was 
built. Instead, we have bacteria that 
kill the larvae and chemical sprays 
for the adults, 

But now, we learn that measures 
we've been using for years to stifle 
mosquitoes has been improving the 
habitat for blackflies! We get more 
blackflies in exchange for fewer 
mosquitoes. 

You can't win. You really can't. 

For some years now, bulldozers 
have been sent into swamps, to cut a 
channel through the muck and let 
the water flow more smoothly. The 
mosquitoes prefer stagnant waters, 
so channelization wipes out some of 
their favorite breeding places. 

But the blackfly, New England's 
springtime scourge, breeds only in 
clean, moving water, They live in 
small streams, and climb out of the 
moving water to hatch into adults, 
there to torment all warm-blooded 
life that they can find, All that nice 
clean water, free of mosquitoes, is 
blackfly heaven. 

The blackfly, if you haven't been 
introduced yet , is a phenomenon of 
May in these parts, which prompts 
some people to call them May flies 
by mistake, Not so. A mayfly is a 
delicate insect that rests with both 
wings folded upright on its back, so 
it looks like a tiny sailboat. May- 
flies breed in moving water, just as 
the blackfly does, but their mouth 
parts and digestive systems don't 
have any function. Mayflies hatch, 
breed and die in a number of hours, 
making them a transient, but no less 
lovely sight, 

Also, a mayfly is an inch long, far 
bigger than a blackfly. 

Blackflies are tiny things, barely 
an eight of an inch long. They are 
black with clear wings, but one sits 
on your arm long enough for you 
to get a good look, you'll wish you 
had slapped it quicker. And if there

is one on your hide, you can expect — of Environmental Affairs, and then 


50 more floating around your head 
in a small cloud. 

Like the mosquito, a blackfly is 
looking for a meal of blood to feed 
its eggs. But while a mosquito uses 
a hypodermic to draw out a drop of 
blood, (how humane!) I believe the 
blackfly practices open-pit mining 
to draw off a drop of dinner. The 
litle villain leaves a crater about 
six times as big as the insect's body, 
or at least it feels that way, and the 
bite is far worse than any mosquito 
assault. 

Blackfly bites swell up something 
awful, and they itch for days, even 


weeks, instead of the hour-long itch 
from a mosquito nip. Working in 
the garden recently, I took a black- 
fly nip to the elbow that remained 
swollen and sore for two weeks! 

Luckily, blackflies prefer cooler 
temperatures, and they're gone by 
late June. (Nobody would want to 
live in New England if the monsters 
lingered all summer. Unthinkable!) 
They avoid direct sunshine, unless 
the day is cool, but from now until 
the warm weather arrives there is 
no peace to be found outdoors. 

I keep a mesh "mosquito" net near 
at hand this time of year, to shut out 
the clouds of biting blackflies. The 
netting slips over my hat and has an 
elastic band at the bottom that finds 
snugly under my shirt collar. It's 
the only "repellent" I've ever found 
that is 100 percent effective against 
the little demons. Nothing else. 

Clean water. Moving streams. All 
well and good, but we pay for our 
“environmental improvments” with 
real blood when the blackflies take 
over the spring skies. 

You can't win.

Grant, Tara Fitzgerald, Colm

The Englishman is an 
endearing, if slight picture filled 
with eccentric characters who 
are quite serious about a task 
the rest of the world would think 
daft and humorous. 

Probably the best news about 
The Englishman is that we are 
able to see it at all. Though a 
charming film, it is also slight 
of scope and off-beat by 
Hollywood standards, meaning 
it most likely would have been 
delegated to art houses or a 
slow, small platform release. If

it had not starred Grant, with 
his enormous success in “Four 
Weddings and a Funeral,” we 
might never have seen it 
released on a national scale. 

Does it deserve the attention? 
You bet. It may not be a big, 
splashy flick, but it is of higher 
quality than most of the mon- 
eyed flicks to dribble out of 
Lotusland. Writer/director 
Christopher Monger, who used a 
family legend as a springboard, 
filled his story with lovely senti- 
ment, brought to life by clever 
dialogue. 

Set in 1917, it stars Grant as a 
map maker sent off to a tiny 
corner of Wales, where he is to 
measure the local mountain. It 
turns out the mountain is too 
short, by some 16 feet, to be 
called anything more official 
than a hill, a fact the villagers

are determined to change. Led 
by a somber and stern minister 
and his arch enemy, a pub 
owner, the townspeople are unit- 
ed in their task of building up 
the hill, one bucketful of earth 
at a time. 

Much of the film’s allure is 
the local color. The villagers 
have inventive names and mem- 
orable personalities. Colm 
Meaney is stubborn and raunchy 
as the pub owner who loves to 
bait the minister, played with 
deft comic skill by Kenneth 
Griffith. Oddly, the film’s star 
player is slightly overshadowed 
by his co-workers. Partly this is 
because the villagers simply 
have more vivid roles than 
Grant, who plays a rather staid 
Englishman. But part of the 
problem is Grant. 

Much like Cary Grant, Hugh 
Grant seems to always by play- 
ing himself. He’s affable and 
witty and his boyishness is 
appealing, but the performance 
changes little. With such quirky 
and original characters sur- 
rounding him in this story, 
Grant is nearly lost in the shuf- 
fle. In fact, the real star here 
may be the setting, as Wales is 
green and glorious and the vil- 
lage looks properly ancient and 
quaint. 


Short Takes 


Panther is a dramatized 
account of the Black Panther 
Party for Self-Defense that plays 
a little hard and fast with histo- 
ry. As entertainment, it mostly 
works, though so many events 
are crammed into the film, it 
quickly feels quite sketchy. What 
it does do is get the message out 
about the origins of the party 
and their destruction by the 
FB. - a surprising chapter of 
history none of us were taught 
in school. It gives you a lot to 
think about, but is much too 
bloated. Good for director Mario 
Van Peebles and _ his 
writer/father Melvin for trying, 
but too bad they didn’t go for a 
documentary instead. Rated

epic, but it just doesn’t have 
strong enough material to fall 
back on.

Village of the Damned is a 
lackluster remake of the chilling 
1960s British horror flick. We 
should be frightened, not bored, 
when all the women in a remote 
village bear other worldly, look- 
a-like kids with serious survival 
instincts. Director John Carpen- 
ter does an adequate job, but the 
script lacks pizazz, and subtlety, 
while the cast, starring 
Christopher Reeve and Kirstie 
Alley, is especially somnolent. 
Rated R. **1/2 

While You Were Sleeping is a 
breezy and pleasing romantic 
comedy that could have been 
lifted from 1940s. A series of 
misunderstandings leaves coma 
victim Peter Gallaher’s family 
believing Good Samaritan 
Sandra Bullock to be his fiancee, 
only she’s falling for his brother, 
Bill Pullman. The plot may be 
predictable, but this extremely 
entertaining romance owes all to 
a subtle, heartfelt performance 
by the adorable Bullock 
Pullman’s hesitant lovemaking 
nearly matches hers and a 
strong supporting cast provides 
such comic relief that you won't 
care if the plot feels like a set- 
up. Rated PG. ***1/2 


Rob Roy is a high-energy, his- 
torical romance that manages to 
be both earthy and lyrical at the 
same time. An intense Liam 
Neeson is the renegade 18th cen- 
tury Scotsman and Jessica 
Lange his loyal wife. Tim Roth 


gives a remarkable performance 
as the egocentrical sociopath 
protected by both privilege and 
the equally rotten John Hurt. A 
passionate love story is at the 
core of this tale of thievery, 
honor and bloodlust, much 
enhanced by the magnificent 
Scottish highlands. Rated R **** 


Kiss of Death is an updated 
remake of the 1947 film noir 
gangster movie that is much 
edgier and darker when infused 
with the anger and despair of 
the 1990’s. David Caruso is an 
ex-con who is betrayed by his 
mates and coerced by the cops. 
Nicolas Cage is the intriguing, 
over-the-top mobster who 
matches his crazed wits against 
Caruso’s cornered survivor. 
Barbet Schroeder paints this 
film with so much emotional 
nuance that you can overlook 
the small pieces that don't quite 
fit together. Rated R. *** 1/2 


The Basketball Diaries tells 
the gritty early life of poet and 
author Jim Carroll, played by 
Leonardo DiCaprio. As the 
Catholic school basketball play- 
er who quickly descends into the 
nightmarish world of drug 
addiction, DiCaprio is mostly 
believable, if a little white 
bread. 

The main problem is the lack 
of a cohesive narrative. It is not 
enough to watch endless vio- 
lence and degradation, followed 
by a quick feel-good ending. 
This movie desperately needed 
more atmosphere to succeed at 
capturing the raw poetry of 
Carroll's story - or it needed a 
plot. Rated R. ** 

Tommy Boy is goofy Chris 
Farley, the spoiled son of a 
wealthy manufacturer who finds 
himself trying to keep the facto- 
ry afloat after daddy dies.
